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Response to amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Faletti et al (US 
6.148,793 B1). 

Regarding claim 1, the reference of Faletti et al discloses an engine compression 
braking apparatus utilizing a variable geometry turbocharge following subject matters: 

An internal combustion engine 30, which may be of the four-cycle, compression ignition 
type (col. 4, line 66 through col. 5, line 18); 

an ECM (72) and a throttle control by limiting response to throttle actuation determined 
to be undesirable (col. 12, lines 27-61); 

sensing when said engine is in overspeed operation (col. 11, lines 10-65, and col. 12, 
lines 27-61); 

responding to said sensing said overspeed operation by inhibiting response to throttle 
control actuation (above discussions). 

enabling engine braking of said vehicle when said overspeed operation is maintained 
beyond said responding (see Fig. 16, and col. 11, lines 45-65). 

Regarding claim 2, as discussed in claim 1. 

Regarding claim 3, the reference of Faletti et al further discloses in Figs. 12-14. 

Regarding claims 4, and 5, as above rejections. 

Regarding claims 6. and 7, as discussed in the method of claims 1-5. 
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Regarding claim 8, the reference of Faletti et al further teaches a ECM 72 is added 
suitable programming (cdl. 15, line 51 through col. 16, line 7). 
Regarding claim 9-11, as discussed in above rejections.
